| The city’s borrowing power, tor | 
ifinancing public improvements, such 
as utility projects, will not be ex-) 
ihausted if the municipal bond issue 
‘of $88,372,500 is voted in the special 
election Feb. 9, according to an opin- | 
ion given yesterday by Charles & 
Rutherford, bond attorneys, who pre- | 
pared the bond issue ordinance. 

The legal opinion was requested by 
the Bond Campaign Committee after 
a statement was issued by the Bureau 
of Municipal Research that voting of 
the entire issue, $76,000,000 of which | 
‘would be retired by taxation, would | 
‘bring the city within $7,000,000 of its| 
|legal borrowing capacity. | 
| “In this case, therefore, it would | 
inot be possible tor some years to | 
‘undertake further public improve-| 
| ments involving large expenditures to 
| be paid for by a bond issue,” the bu- | 
|reau statement read, with the addi- | 
‘tional comment, “A _ rapid transit 
| project, for example, would be far | 
beyond the city’s bonding capacity.” | 
| The bureau recently announced it) 
would neither oppose nor support | 
, the bond issue, but urged that all | 
bond arguments ‘be subjected to} 
rigid fact tests,”’ and stated the bu-| 
reau would publish such facts as it;

Legal Opinion on Question. 

The opinion by Charles & Ruther- 
ford follows: 

At the general election held Nov. 
2, 1920, an amendment to_ section 
12 of article 10 of the Constitution 
was adopted (laws Missouri 1921, | 
page 708) which enlarged the city’s | 
power to incur debt in three partic- | 
| ulars: | 

1. The general debt limit was | 
raised from 5 per cerit to tO per cent | 
of the value of taxable property to}

2. By this amendment the city Was 
also granted a new power to incur 
debt for the construction and im- | 
provement of waterworks to the} 
amount of 10 per cent of the taxable 
property in the city, to be ascer- | 
tained as above... This indebtedness, | 
however, both as to principal and in- 
terest, to be secured by the income | 
from the waterworks plant. 

3. The same amendment also con- 
fers power upon all cities of 75,000)

'Louis) to incur debt for certain 
ispecified public utilities, including 
street railways, telegraph and tele- 
phone systems, by the issuance of 
|public utilities bonds not exceeding 
26 per cent of the taxable property 
‘in the city, to be ascertained as 
above. But these public utilities 
bonds cannot constitute obligations 
of the city payable out of funds | 
raised by taxation, but are payable 
out of the earnings or sale of the) 
‘utilities plant or system for the ac- 
quisition of which the bonds may 
have been issued. 


Udlity Bonds Not Affected. 
| The proposed issue of $12,000,000 
of waterworks bonds to be voted 
upon Feb. 9, 1923, is of course refer- 
able to the city’s power as stated in 
the foregoing paragraph 2.

He wanted to argue with 
Assistant Attorney-General Glenn, 
who cross-examined him, but was 
stopped by Judge Hartwell. 

Objection Sustained. 

y He was asked, on redirect exami- 
nation, if his contributions to the 
defense were prompted by the fact 
that the Hlinois Chamber of Com- 
merce and others had contributed to 
the fund for the prosecution. An 
objection™was sustained. 

Andrew Sadler, a miner, was 
asked why he was contributing ‘o 
the defense fund, but was not per- 
mitted to answer. 

Attorney Seeber, examining the 
negative alibi group of witnesses, 
said this character of testimony 
would be continued until Tuesday 
and that there would be several 
witnesses who would testify that 
they saw the shooting at the ceme- 
tery and that it ;was not done by 
the defendants. 

Following that, it is expected that 
the defense will introduce “positive 
alibi’ witnesses to prove that the de- 
fendants were elsewhere at the time 
of the killings.

{ The Union Station Plaza, included in the program 
of the proposed bond issue, cannot be called a neces- 
sity. It is, however, a very desirable improvement.

First of all, visitors to St. Louis 
will get a fine impression of the city when such a per- 
spective greets them. So beguiling an invitation will 
influence many of them to examine the city for 
further charms.

In that case I would 
say squarely that I am at bottom a dogmatist 
who is trying to attack pragmatism at its root, 
To climinate entangling-underbrush I aecknowl- 
edge that nearly all human judgments are 
judgments of “best working.” We are all 
pragmatists in respect to these judgments, and 
have long been so. The conflict of dogmatism 
vs. pragmatism arises with the question: Is 
every human judgment a judgment of best 
working? 

‘ine dogmatist says: “No, our awareness of 
our own existence cannot be put to test for 
workableness, We must, acknowledge and 
work with it whether we think it works well 
or ill: It is our “basic, axiomatic, intuitive 
truth,” our one bit of humanly undoubtable 
knowledge, our only sure ground for funda- 
mental rational inference, our unique, dog- 
matic first principle. This one thing we know 
beyond human peradventure. 

Pragmatists of the James-Schiller cult say: 
“Yes, every judgment is a judgment of best 
working. Consciousness of self is basic, but it 
is only one of a number of our awarenesses 
that are equally basic. We are unable to say 
with certainty that any one of these basic 
data is more fundamental than another. We 
cian only choose from among them that one 
which best supports the view of social arts 
which seems to us to work best.” 

For the dogmatist his own conscience (not 
his own desire) is his moral criterion. He 
rejects all claims of government to moral 
authority, though recognizing that a very con- 
siderable amount of government is practically 
indispensable to orderly social life here and 
now. 

The pragmatist’s rationale of government, 
when he attempts one, proceeds from the 
assumption that our awareness of need for a 
social life is quite as basic as our awareness 
of selfhood; and eo, positing our soolal-unit- 
hood, he infers to whatever his heart desires in 
theory of social arts. Pressed for something 
in the line of morals he has always in his bag 
a “social conscience” which he can lug tn— 
and there you are. Some 25 years ago the 
feading American writer on Principles of So- 
ciology instructed his readers: “The social 
mind is a concrete thing; it is more than any 


individual mind, it dominates every individual 


will.” | 

Now it is clear to the casual observer that 
pragmatists do not and cannot practice what 
they preach. Their every action reveals their 
underlying individualistic presupposition. 

Query: Is {ft really the inefficiency of our 
melting pot, is it unagsimilable Mops and 
Wops and such-like ignorant people who have 
put our fundamental thinking on the bum?
